‘Baltimore, May 4.—Financial 
trality as a prevegtive of war be- 
tween nations was the interesting sug- 
gestion offered at the third national 
peace congress here today by James 
Speyer, of the New. York and Euro- 
pean banking house of Speyer & Co. 

Mr. Speyer spoke as a delegate from 
the chamber of commerce of New York. 
He g@olloweq Assistant Secretary of 
State Huntington Wilson, presiding 
officer, who gave his interpretation 
of what has been called “dollar di- 
pomacy,” the newly-coined. phrase ap- 
plied to expansion of business interests 
through the efforts of the American 
state department.. 4) te 

Dollars for Bullets. 

The term, according to Mr. Wilson, 
means “the gubstitution of, dollars. far. 
bullets; the creation of a prosperity 
which will be preferreqa to predatory 
strife,’ and .“a practical. mode.of pur- 
suing the ideal of world’s peace.” 

Mr. Speyer, who spoke on “Inter- 
national Fimance . as..a Power 
Peace,” dealt first with the influence 
of international investments in times 
of peace. Taking up .the «question. of 
what should and could be done in time 
of war by first-class powers, he said: 

“We find today in Europe that in 
times of peacté éértain 
will not allow their bankers to take 
and place foreign loans in the home 
markets unless the purposes for which 
the loan is to be used are known and 
approved, ang at least part of the pro- 
ceeds are used by the borrowing na- 
tion for expenditures in such home 
markets for the benefit of the lending 
nation. 

Financial Neutrality. 

“Now,” saiq Mr. Speyer, “if such 
supervision and control of the bank- 
ers already exists in times of peace, it 
does not seem a wide flight of imagi- 


“mation to suggest that the great pew- 


ers might agree to exercise such con- 
trol in times. of-war.between third par- 
ties and to maintain, In future, what 
might be calléd ‘financial neutrality.’ 
In case two nations went to war with- 
out first submitting their grievances

' Atlanta’s need of more hotel room 
has been discussed by the chamber di- 
rectors, and it is at their instance that 
the hotel committee is preparing to 
get. to work—is engaged now in col- 
lecting data on the gubject. 

The chamber recognizes that the 
necessity for. more hotels is no chi- 
mera: it is an appalling fact that 
stares Atlanta in the face and threat- 
ens to. deprive her of prestige as a 
convention city, unless the need is 
speedily supplied. 

Must Be Done, Says Mr. Owens. 

‘There is no question about it,” said 
Chairman Owens, of the chamber’s 
hotel.committee, “Atlanta must have 
more and better hotel facilities, and 
that, too, quickly. 

“Tf we do not get them, the city ts 
going to lose, in a very large measure, 
the value of her splendid auditorium. 

“Hxperience has abundantly proven 
the necessity for more hotels in the 
conditions which have prevailed dur- 
ing recent conventions and no longer 
ago than grand opera week. 

“So heavy is the transient travel to 
Atlanta that it has come to take up 
at times practically all of the hotel 
space, leaving comparatively  Iittle 
available for special occasions. 
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“The result has been many visitors 
to conventions and gatherings of this 
kind have been put hard to. it to find 
agreeable accommodations. 

“The new Georgian Terrace will soon 
be completed, but I understand it will 
be largely occupied by Atlantans and 
their families, and, so far as relieving 
the conditions are congerned, it will 
be scarcely a drop in tlge bucket.

Ordinary transient travel has grown 
so extensive as practically to monopo- 
lize Atlanta’s hotel space, so that when 
any occasion arises which brings oth 
ers on a visit to the city, it is often 
impossible for them to get rooms in 
hotels, or, when they do, they some- 
times have to go five or six in a room.

Many have wanted to come here for 
special occasions of this kind, but 
wouldn't do it because they couldn't 
get the hotel accommodations they 
wanted.

These conditions were particularly

are against the McNamaras alone and 
charge them with murder in connection 
with the blowing up of the Los Angeles 
Times newspaper plant on October 1 and 
the consequent deaths of 21 men. 

The other two are said to be against 
McManigal as principal and the McNa- 
mara brothers as accomplices, in the 
Llewellyn , lron Works. explosion . on 
Christmas day, 
killed. 

’risaners. to. Be Arraigned .Today. 

The inquisitors completed their work 
at dusk and the true bills ordered will 
not be filed in court until tomorrow. 
The prisoners will be arraigned tomor- 
row afternoon ani a date. then will be 
set for them to plead. 

McManigal was the principal witness 
heard by the grand jurors. He was ex- 
amined for more than two hours... Im- 
mediately afterward the grand jury ad- 
journed. 

District Attorney Fredericks said that 
the indictrhénts ordered were so numer- 
ous that they could not be drafted in 
time for presentation in court today. 

No one connected with the defense of 
the lobor leader.and his brother had 
official information tonight -that.the de- 
fendants would be arraigned. 

Attorney Leo Rappaport said he had 
not been’ so’ advised by the district at- 
torney. 

. Heard Many Witnesses. 

The grand jury heard several wit- 
nesses besides McManigal.

Another witness was Douglas 
rowes, partner of Howard Baxter in the 
ownership of the launch Pastime, which, 
according to detectives, was used to 
transport the dynamite purchased by 
the alleged conspirators.

STATE INSURANCE 
INST IDLENESS 


Lloyd - George Presents His 
Plan to Commons, 


The Scheme Also Includes Insur- 
ance Against Invalidity and 
Sickness--- The Plan Is Re- 
ceived With Approbation by 
All Parties. 


London, May 4.—The long-promised 
scnome of state. insurance against un- 
employment, sickness and invalidity, in- 
troduced in the house of commons to- 
day by David. Lioyd-George, chancellor 
of the exchequer, was received with an 
extraordinary chorus of approbation by 
aH parties in parliament, which must 
have greatly astonished that much- 
execrated minister. 

It will be difficult to avoid the con- 
clusion that the praise bestowed by 
his political opponents contains a gide- 
thrust at his old-age pension measure, 
wnith Has always ben severely criti- 
cised by the unionists, because it was 
not contributory. 

- Bven the Unionists Praise. 

While the government’s supporters 
hail the insurance measure as the 
most camprehensive plan of construct- 
ive legislation ever introduced in par- 
liament, far exceeding in grasp an 
compass anything anticipated, and bet- 
ter than the German system, the 
unionists offer ungrudging testimony 
to the capacity and the mastery of in- 
tricate details displayed. 

The general opingon is that Chancel- 
lor Lloyd-George is too optimistic with 
regard to the cost of the scheme to 
the state and employers and a strong 
note of criticism is already emanating 
from the great manufacturers who are 
certain to be heavilv burdened. It 
brief, the situation appears to be that 
even if the opposition dislike the 
measure as socialistic, they will not 
dare oppose it after the success which 
attended the pensions scheme. 

Details of the Scheme. 

The chancellor divided his proposi- 
tion in’ two parts, one dealing with 
sickness and the other with unem- 
ployment. By the provisions of the 
measure every worker between the 
ages of 16 and 65, whose annual earn- 
ings fall below the income tax level 
of 160 pounds sterling, will be com- 
pulsorily insured against iliness so as 
to assure him the receipt of five shil- 
lings ($1.20) per week, during his in- 
capacity. In this way the worker 
would contribute about ne-half, the 
amount being deducted from his 
wages, while the balance would be 
paid jointly by his employers and the 
state.

El Paso, May 4.—The peace commis- 
sioners of the Mexican revolutionists 
formally presented today to Judge 
Carbajal, the federal envoy, a state- 
ment signed by Francisco I Madero, 
Jr., appealing to President Diaz to 
make public the assurances given pri- 
vately that he intended to resign. 
After offering his own resignation 
as president of the provisional govern- 
ment of the republic, Senor Francisco 
I. Madero, Jr. suggested that both 
President Diaz and Vice President Cor- 
ral resign and that Senor De La Barra, 
minister of foreign relations, become 
president until a general election could 
be held. 

Ne Other Way Out. 2 

The statement informs President 
Diaz that there is no other way out 
of the present difficulty, and that a 
word from him will bring peace in 
a-few days. 

Senor Madero in his statement calls 
on President Diaz particularly to make 
Known to the people of Mexico “his 
irrevocable determination to retire 
from power as soon as peace is estab- 
lished in the country.” Madero de- 
clares this statement was made by Diaz 


ing peace. 

The Madero statement was present- 
ed by -the rebel commissioners at the 
negotiations which began early today. 
only after a heated discussion among 
the revolutionist leaders. 

Some of them had declared that ft 
was absolutely essential that Presi- 
dent Diaz make public announcement 
of his intention to resign in order to 
bring about complete tranquility. 
Peace, they sdid, would not follow an 
agreement, backed only By private as- 
surances, which hardly could be trans- 
mitted to militant leaders in the south 
and central parts of the republic. 

Threat te Madero, 

Some of the rebel chiefs went so far 
as toaddress a letter to General Madero, 
stating that unless he asked for the 
immediate resignation of President 
Diaz, or at least a public announce- 
ment of future intentions, they would 
not support the peace negotiations. 

General Madero, somewhat alarmed

Only Way to Quiet Country. 

“lI beg you to make this propo- 
sition in the most favorable terms in 
order not to offend in the slightest 
degree and that you may not insist 
that he retire immediately. 

“I believe that the country will be- 
Gome quiet alone through the jan- 
nmouncement of his intention to retire 
from power and as soon as all the ar- 
rangements you are effecting with the 
representative of President Diaz are 
put into operation.” 

The conferences between Judge Cara- 
bajal, the federal envoy, and the rebel 
commissioners, adjourned late today. 
Later the Madero statement was made 
public. 

It was -evident that the procedure 
with respect to the resignation of 
President Diaz had been the most ex- 
acting problem before the commis- 
sioners. Rebel leaders tonight de- 
clared peace impossible, except as was 
indicated by General Madero in his 
statement. On what General Diaz would 
do, it was admitted by federal repre- 
sentatives and revolutionists§ alike, 
resteq the solution of the difficulty. 

More Rebel Successes. 

Rebel successes in the southern and 
central parts of Mexico, where the 
resignation of President Diaz is saigq to 
be preferred above all other demands 
for political reform, it is known, 
caused General Madero to take the 
stand he did. 

General Madero tonight received the 
following from Mexico City from 
Francis Figuerea, chief of the insur- 
went forces in Guerreyo: 


“In personal conference today with | 


Minister Limantour and.Minister Gon- 
wales Cosio. With the 8,000 men who 
compose my army I will unconditional- 
ly support the conditions of peace be- 
ing arranged by you.” 
Mazatian Held by Rebels. 

Mexico City, May 4.—The war de- 
partment advices confirm the news re- 
port from Mazatlan, a seaport in Sin- 
aloa, where many Americans are said 
to be, is held by the rebels. The of- 
ficial dispatches give no details. Tel- 
egraph communication with the place 
has been cut off. 

Taft Wants Exact Information. 

Washington, May 4.—The war de- 
partment has called upon General Dun- 
can for exact information as to the 
situation along the Mexican border 
near Nogales. The American army of- 
ficers will impress upon the federals 
and revolutionists that their fire must 
be controlled so as to avoid shooting 
across the line.

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WHO FIRST BRIDGES THE ALTAMAHA ? 


One of the most substantial. concrete results of The Constitu- 
tion’s ’Round-the-State Good Roads Tour of last fall is a good roads 
convention embracing nearly all of south and wiregrass Georgia, 
called for Waycross, May 26. For one of the more important fea- 
tures developed by the tour was the absolute necessity for bridging 
the Altamaha river—and that is a leading object of the approach- 
ing convention. 

One of the main purposes of the tour was, in girdling the state, 
tc open a great boulevard from Savannah westward across south 
Georgia to the Alabama line, with the expectation that ultimately 
work would be taken up by Alabama and Louisiana and the route 
completed to New Orleans. As told in detail elsewhere, the meet- 
ing at Waycross is called to consider means to vitalize this original 
Constitution project. 

But— 

The key to the situation is the Altamaha river! Or rather, the 
lack of a bridge across it. 3 | 

From the point where it gathers. the waters of the Oconee and 
the Ocmulgee until it emipties into the Atlantic at Darien there is 
no road bridge crossing it. 

That fact forced The Constitution’s ’Round-the-State tour of 
last fall to make a detour of nearly a hundred miles in order to 
reach Savannah from Waycross. At that, the only facilities were 


those afforded by a rickety gerry out of Baxley at the Appling- 


Toombs line. 

Subsequently, The Constitution has repeatedly hammered at 
the question. . Now comes response. 

The meeting of May 26th is to debate means for bridging the 
river, both at Jesup and near Baxley. That is well. But it would 
be well if bridges were built at five points, by the five counties 
adjoining each other the southern length of the river. 

It is, largely, a case/of which combination of counties first 
reaches the Altamaha with a bridge. Upon the settlement of that 
question will depend largely the territory that is to profit by the 
enormous enhancement of values, and the impetus to development, 
that will go with the highway running westward from Savannah 
and southward into Florida from Savannah. 

Two counties which can least afford to be indifferent appear 
to be most so—Glynn and McIntosh. The logical route westward 
and southward from Savannah would span these counties. 

But the Altamaha runs at present as an insuperable obstacle. 

Once let a bridge, or bridges, be built higher up—and the 
probability is the stream of traffic will set immovably into a main- 
traveled road that will pocket both Glynn and McIntosh. Devel- 
opment follows transportation facilities as trade does the flag. 

There are McIntosh and Glynn, Wayne and Liberty, Appling 
and Tattnall, and Jeff Davis and Toombs that can offer themselves 
as direct candidates for the impulse to prosperity that would follow 
location upon these important southward and westward routes. 

There is a big, substantial prize waiting the first counties that' 
reach the Altamaha with a bridge. The meeting at Waycross ought 
to go far toward solving a problem that now works to the detriment 
of all south Georgia.

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PREVENTING FIRE IN ATLANTA. 


The suggestion by the board of directors of the Chamber of 
Commerce that the city employ a corps of fire inspectors to see: 
that fire ordinances are consistently enforced is an extremely prac- 
tical one. , 

At present the city maintains only one regular inspector. He 
is conscientious and energetic in the discharge of his duties, but, in 
the very nature of things, cannot be expected to properly cover the 
tremendous territory given over to his keeping. 

The advanced economic thought of the day strives to impress 
the truth that it is easier, and less expensive, to prevent fires than. 
to fight them or repair their ravages. 

In New York City, for instance, the veteran Fire Chief Croker 
has resigned his post to assume charge of a corporation whose sole 
business will be to prevent fires by installing proper appliances and 
apparatus and methods in buildings. 

In a large measure, this duty should devolve upon the munici- 
pality itself. | 

For it is the municipality, collectively speaking, that suffers 
from the’ great fires that take toll both of life and property.

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TO BRIDGE THE ALTAMAHA 
CONVENTION IS CALLED 


Waycross, Ga., May 4.—(Special.)— 
For the purpose of discussing all high- 
way propositions and to encourage the 
construction of good roads throughout 
Georgia, a good roads convention has 
been called to meet at Waycross Fri- 
day, May 26. 

The primary object of the meeting 
will be to plan the bridging of the 
Altamaha river, and marks the cul-

Systems of railroads and steamship 
lines, which aré uséd as feeders for 
such roads, and even if the Western 
and Atlantic road“ were extended to 
"the sea, it would be necessary for the 
state to own steamships in order for 
the shippers of jhe state to derive any 
benefit. Otherwise our valuable prop- 
erty would be bottled up at both ends 
of the line. The Western and Atlantic 
road traverses an unusvally fine sec- 
tion of the state, running through many 
of our very best towns and cities, 4 
the legislature can prevent other 
roads going through this territory, But 
all the large towns from Atlanta to 
the sea are already on one or more 
railroads belonging to large systems 
and such roads would have every ad- 
vantage of the state road in routing 
freight and passenger traffic. The 
state’s ownership of the Western 
Atlantic road does not redtice the 
freight rates one cent to a single ship- 
per on its LHne, and the towns end 
counties through which it runs get no 
taxes from it. The government or 
state has to pay twice as much as the 
actual cost for any work it has done, 
and I do not believe the state could 
build or operate a road to the sea 
successfully. Neither do I belleve the 
state could operate the present line 
profitably, as it depends upon -the large 
Systems as feeders. However, a 
connecting link for the large systems 
ang the splendid territory it traverses, 
it is one of the-most valuable roads 
in the south, and as long as the state 
can lease it profitably and the property 
enhance in value, I think ft will be a 
mistake to part with it. Not many 
years ago: there were hundreds of in- 
dependent short lines like tha Western 
and Atlantic which were operated suc- 
|cessfully, but in recent years the large 
systems have absorbed the small ones, 
bottled them up and made them un- 
profitable by routing the freight and 
passengers over lines in which they 
were interested. Had the state sold 
the property at the highest price offer- 
ed when the present lease was made, it 
would have lost millions of doWars, as 
‘the property has enhance@ in value 
that much, 

Under the circumstances, I thiwk it 
is best to again lease the road, but re- 
serve all the unimproved property not 
needed in the operation of the road 
and lease this in small tracts for a 
term of years to parties who will erect 
substantial buildings which woulg re- 
vert to the state at the end of the 
lease. In fifty years the property 
will pay interest on double the amount 
the state is paying on its honded -in- 
debtedness, and the property will be 
worth ten times as much at the end of 
that time. , 

My reason for asking you to publish 
this is to get the people int€rested in 
a matter which is of more importance 
than any legislature has had to deal 
with in many years.

In fact, a large building could be 
erected on the Union Station s.te, part 
of which could be reserved for station 
purposes and it would be far better 
than the present one. The qther part 
of the building could be rented for 
offices and other purposes and the en- 
tire building would revert to the 
state at the end of the lease.

ATE MONKEYS BY HUNDREDS 
WHEN FACED BY STARVATION 

Washington, Ga., May 4.—(Special.)— 
Albert N. Powell, a Wilkes county boy, 
has just returned to this county after 
an absence of twelve years in the Phil- 
ippines in the service of the United 
States government. He enlisted, with 
the Twenty-ninth regiment of ited 
States Volunteers, which went out from 
Fort McPherson to Manila in 1899. 

Mr. Powell did not care to re-enlist 
in the service in the island possession, 
and has come back to Georgia to live. 

One of the novel-stories that he re- 
lates is of a serious predicament in 
which 800 of Uncle Sam's soldiers were 
placed through the betrayal of two 
native guides on Samar island. 

Soon after reaching their destination 
these 800 soldiers were detailed for 
duty on the island of Samar, which Is 
one of the large islands in the archi- 
pelago. Two native guides were sent 
along, to direct them through the 
mountain passes. While in a moun- 
tain wilderness the soldiers learned of 
their guides’ intention to leave them 
and betray their position and plans 
to the enemy with the result that the 
guides were peremptorily shot on the 
spot. With no one to direct them in 
a new country, the Americans were 
lost in the mountains. Rations gave 
out and for three days starvation 
stared them in the face. 

“In those mountains there were 
monkeys galore,” stated Mr. Powell, 
“and we lost no time in training our 
guns on them: In one afternoon we killed 
300 of those monkeys and had a big 
monkey stew. The delicacy did not 
appeal to us at first, but it was that or 
starvation and we lost no time in pre- 
paring those monkeys for eating. It 
may sound a little unreasonable, but at 
the end of the third day the boys went 
for the monkey stew eagerly and ate 
it with as much relish as you Wilkes 
county fellows would eat that new 
dish that I have learned of since my 
return to the United States, namely,

WANTED: WOMEN TO WORK 


BUTTONHOLES IN FACTORY 


oe 


“Can't you assist me while you sad 
feaching women to hel them, and 
tell me where I can reach some that 
will help me make it possjble to Keep 
my factory going?’ said a-prominent 
manufacturer of men’s shirts yester- 
day. 

“I need women who will make good 
buttonhdles; I pay’ a reasonable 
Wage: my plant is comfortable and 
well ventilated and comes -under the 
welfare requirements. s 

“In the plant at present competent 
buttonhole makers €arn no less than 
seven or eight dollars a week, and 
several very efficient workers make 
from ten to twelve dollars a week. 
I need many more such workers. I 
give many the opportunity to try, but 
yards and yards of material are 
wasted in the number who can not 
work a buttonhole, who can not sew 
a straight seam. Strange to say 
though they claim they have to work, 
s0 many of these inefficient women re- 
They resent the pa- 
tient effort of the forewoman to teach 
them. 

“The other day a sad-faced elderly 
lady came to me and asked for work. 
I told her 1 needed someone to work 
buttonholes and she accepted the 
position, saying that was one thing 
she could do. A piece of material was 
given her to try on, and it proved she 
did not know how. Then the fore- 
woman gave her a few lessons and a 
shirt to try on. She ruined the shirt, 
and when another effort was made to 
teach her, she said that was not the 
Way she learned and rather than 
change her method, she calmly walked 
out. 

“Now young and old seem to have 
the idea that they have a right to 
wage; no matter what kind of work 
they do, and to resent the effort made 
to teach them. Is it that our women 
fee] that because they are women, effi- 
ciency is not required? 

“Should there not be some effort 
made by our good women banded to- 
gether to help women, to create in 
the ranks of those who work an ap- 
preciation not only of the dignity of 
work, but the necessity for their be- 
coming efficient as workers? 

Atianta Shirt Factories. 

“There are four shirt factories in 
Atlanta, and others for neckwear, and 
the demand ts for efficient. workers. 
Unless we can get the labor here, we 
wil! have ¢<o import it from Baltimore 
and Philadelphia. This fact of the 
inefficient labor in Atlanta is getting 
told outside, and it is keeping other 
indu&tries from being establjshed here, 
which would add to the city’s wealth 
and prosperity.

“Handiwork, especially that coming 
under the head of plain sewing is a 
part of domestic science, and I do not 
cooking should be 
stressed so much more than sewing. 
The average woman I believe who 
would have to earn wage through do- 
mestic activities, would prefer sewing 
to cooking. 

The Lack of Efficiency. 

“The appeal for efficient labor is a 
reasonable one, and I knew from pre- 
vious investigations that in many cases 
where there is complaint of a low 
wage the labor in its inefficiency was 
not worth any more than the wage 
paid, and there arose the still unan- 
swered question in the series of arti- 
cles written, how can the girl be made 
more efficient along these lines?’ 

“What would you suggest to remedy 
this?’ I asked this particular employ- 
er. ‘‘Domestic science igs not taught in 
our public. schools; the mothers of 
these gifls who have to work do not 
know how to work, or how to teach 
their girls to work buttonholes. 

“The organizations of women you 
think ought to take the matter up, 
have no funds with which to work out 
these problems.’ 

He replied: 

“Why not have this domestic sclence 
taught in a night school, organized for 
the purpose? I do not believe there 
will be any difficulty starting the class 
and [| would like to donate the first 
machine for the use of the class. 
could donate cloth to be worked on, and |; 
I would gladly give the services of 
an expert one or two nights of the 
week to help in the cause. I believe 
you will find the heads of all the fac- 


tories which require the work of wom- 
en would aid in this movement.” 


Open to Suggestions. 

This subject of inefficient labor on 
the part of women wage-earners is 
one hard to cope with. There is much 
to be said on both sides. The wage 
is small to start with; the time is 
exacting and the work nonotonous;: 
and it takes a long time to work up 
the higher wage—that is one side. 
The other is that many women have 
to have employment; the factory has 
to employ it, and the latter require 
efficiency. The factory is not the 
philanthropic institution and _ there 
is no obligation on the part of the 
employer to pay for what he \does 
not get. 

The question sifted down becomes— 
“What is to be done about the’ girl 
who has to work and who does not 
know how?’ 

She is not expected; she is not a 
myth—-a theory; she is actually here. 

It is a condition that must be met 
with, and the question is——how?

If the common school provided by 
State, county, or city, was it a fra- 
tional system ‘that Save a girl no 
training in the first and primary 
training, which should be that of 
every girl—to use her hands, and ‘to 
know how to do the -things which 
naturally becomes her duties? 

Again if such a school is provided, 
and the girl does not take the train- 
ing, should there not be a law com- 
pelling her to do so, not only for her 
own welfare, but to. meet the de- 
mands of the commonwealth for ef- 
ficient labor to work out the indus- 
trial development “of the common- 
wealth? 

it will be seen therefore that this 
inefficiency of labor not only involves 
questions arising bétween the employ- 
er and the employee, but it involves 
the responsibility of the state and city, 
in giving the child of the citizen the 
kind of training in the school which 
would equip him or her to earn wages. 

The suggestion made by the em- 
ployer quoted above is open to dis- 
cussion; he proposes a night school 
to teach girls how to sew and do 
useful handiwork; he offers a ma- 
chine, material, and expert instruc- 
tion. 
| Will there be others to co-operate 
with him. This department is open 
to suggestions on the subject, and is 
Placed at the disposal of all con- 
cerned to discuss it.

ALAPAHA WRECK 
NOW IN COURTS 


$100,000 Damages Asked for the 
Death of Warner 


Culpepper. 


As an aftermath of the big railroad 
wreck On March 25, at which time the 
Dixie Flyer was plunged into the Ala- 
paha river, Attorney Reuben Arnold, 
in behalf of Mrs. Zollie Culpepper, has 
filed suit for $100,000 against the At- 
lantic Coast Line raiJroad for the 
death of her husband, Warner Culpep- 
per. The papers were filed in the city 
court of Nashville, in Berrien county. 

The petition alleges that the engine 
which pulled the ill-fated Dixie Flyer 
was in a dangerously defective condi- 
tion; that it had an old and cracked 
axle upon it; and that it had not been 
properly inspected. This condition was 
so bad, claims the petitioner, that when 
the engineer ran the train over the 
trestle at the high speed of from 50 to 
70 miles an hour, the train upon the 
axle was so great that it broke, wreck- 
ing the train and destroying the trestle. 

Mr. Culpepper, who boarded the train 
at Tifton, was a capable business man, 
claims Mrs. Culpepper, earning as a 
saw mill operator and lumberman from 
$5,000 to $10,000 a year. 

The wreck on March 26 resulted in 
the death of seven other peopel besides 
Mr. Culpepper and 20 people were in- 
jured. It was one of the worst that 
has happened in Georgia in many years.

AS DESCRIBED BY POE 


Autograph Letter of Southern 
Author Dealing With Charge 
of Dissipation. 


New York, May 4.—One of the most 
notable features of the week’s sessions 
at the Hoe sale was an autographed let- 
ter of Edgar Allan Poe, which brought 
$1,700. The letter is dated February 
20, 1848, and has never before been 
published, it is said. In it Poe says in 
reply to the assertion that his habits 
were shockingly irregular: 

“The fact is that my habits are ab- 
stemious and omit nothing of the nat- 
ural regimen for health. I rise early, 
eat moderately, drink nothing but wa- 
ter and take abundant and regular 
exercise in the open air. But this is 
my private life, and, of course, escapes 
the eye of the world. 

‘The desire for society comes upon 
me only when I have become excited 
by drink. Then only I go—that is, 
these times only, I have been in the 
practice of going among my friends, 
who seldom, or in fact never, have seen 
me unless excited, take it for granted 
that I am always so. Those that real- 
ly know me, know better.”

When $120,000 is paid for the privi- 
lege of occupying for six years the 
small building on the southeast corner 
of Peachtree and Decatur &treets, the 
highest price that has ever been paid 


(for the rent of any piece of real es- 


tate in the south will doubtless go on 
record. 

That is the price which the United 
Cigar Stores Company will pay for a 
six-year lease of what is known as 
the Schaul & May corner, together 
with two small] stores occupied by 
Thomas H. Pitts as a cigar store, and 
which front on both Peachtree and 
Decatur streets. 

The building fronts only 39 feet on 
Peachtree street and the same on De- 
catur street. 

Schaul & May are the present les- 
sees of both their own store and the 
Pitts stores. Their store was made by 
partitioning off a corner of a larger 
store, leaving the Pitts store to go 
around it from Peachtree to Decatur. 

Schaul & May have leased the prop- 
erty for the past fifteen years, and 
paid at first $5,000 a year, and now 
they are paying $8,750. They sub- 
leased to Pitts. 

The property as an investment is 
said’ by the city tax assessors to be 
the best paying piece of real estate 
anywhere in the southern states. This 
claim for it was made when Schaul & 
May were paying $8,760 a year, and 
now since the rert has jumped up to 
what .is equivalent to $20,000 a year, 
the city tax assessors can make still 
betters claims for this piece of prop- 
erty as a real estate investment. 

The United Cigar Stores Company 
will’ pay $15,000 cash a year for six 
years and will expend in improve- 
snents $30,000, or $5,000 a year for six 
years.

It will be interesting to try to cal- 
culate how many cigars will have to 
be sold to pay the rental on the build- 
ing. If a profit of one cent is made on 
each cigar it will take 2,000,000 cigars 
to pay the $20,000 a year and if the 
profits are as high as 2 cents ona cigar 
it will take a million cigars. If it 
would require the sale of 2,000,000 ci- 
gars, and if 1,000 smokers patronized 
the store each man -would have to 
smoke 2,000 cigars a year. 

The building is owned by the estates 
of W. J. Houston, John C. Powell and 
J. P. Crocket. The property was origi- 
nally owned by the Houstons, and the 
Powells became interested when one of 
the Powells married a Houston.

Not a Question of Laber. - 

“The question of organized labor or 
organized capital or of the relations 
of either with the community-at-large 
has nothing whatever to do with this 
issue. All we are now concerned with 
is the grave and vital question of 
facts, whether the accused men have 
been guilty of murder. 

“The stern repression of murderous 
violence must of necessity be a prime 
need. of any civilization calling itself 
such. Whether the man attackeg is 
a capitalist or a socialist, a wage- 
earner or a professional man, has 
nothing whatever to do with the ques- 
tion, and whether the man attacking 
him does or does not belong to any or- 
ganization, whether labor or capital, 
whether social or religious, has noth- 
ing to do with the question.

So, in answering 
these questions, kindly remember that I 
am stating my way of doing things as 
I have worked out the problems that 
have come to me in poultry matters. 


How much house room to a bird? 
With the question in this form I shall 
answer, as much as you can afford. I 
have known successful paying poultry 
farms that provided ten square feet of 
floor space to a laying bird. I have 
known a few paying plants that got 
along with five square feet of floor to a 
bird. I have heard of small lots of 
birds doing well with only three square 
feet to a fowl. 


The size of the bird makes a differ- 
ence in the floor space. Cochins or 
Brahmas need more than the Leghorns, 
an active breed gets along better when 
crowded than the sluggish breeds of 
fowls. Birds receiving extra good at- 
tention will. give good results in close 
quarters.

Of long houses can be put up for 
laying stock, raising chicks in brood- 
ers and roosting coops, keeping all lay- 
ing stock in small yards as long as 
they do well. 


How much profit would a person real- 
ize frorm five hundred hens? 


How much do you make from ten 
hens? From fifty hens? From one 
-hundred hens? Ten hens may be giv- 
ing you $20 profit, fifty hens $75 profit, 
one hundred hens how much? If you 
are at all successful with hens you 
should make over $1 per bird above the 
cost of food and housing. If you have 
“it” in you and are of good business 
ability the birds should return! you $1.50 
profit per bird. ‘ 

No person should ever think of start- 
ing with-five hundred hens. It .is too 
large a number for a beginner, and 
would probably prove a failure. Begin 
with a few birds, then increase your 
plant as you feel you are succeeding 
until you reach the extent of your abil- | 
ity. We are not all of us “five-hundred- 
hen men.” Most of us have our limit’! 
at a lower number. Some men can. 
keep from five to seven thousand birds, | 
and make a dollar a head clear profit. 
What others, with one-thirtieth of this ' 
mumber have failed. I should say that | 
the average person would make noth- | 
ing from five hundred, but would get.
